DEVOTED AMERICAN NURSES. 


"No praise would, be great enough." to do justice to 


the -work of the American, army nurses overseas, Is an 
assertion. In tho final report of MUss Julia C. Stimson, 
acting director, who headed the American nursing 
service abroad. Wisely she makes no further attempt 
to characterize the labors performed, by our girls be- 
hind tho flr-ins1 lines in Europe. 


But tho simple narrative that she has set down 


stimulates the Imagination quite as much as do reports 
of. the flg-htlng and leaves the reader wondering that 
human, beings could perform as the American nurses 
.did". The steadfastness of the men tinder fire is more 
easily understood than the devotion .at the women in 
tho drab, heart-breaking environment of dressing-sta- 
tion and hospital. 
The former was sublime, but not 


more so than the latter. 


Thero wus none of the battlefield excitement to keep 


up tho women's courage, no Incentive of self-preserva- 
tion to renew their failing strength, which was far 
overdrawn by tho necessities of the situation in which 
they found themselves. 


For months tho stream of sick .and wounded pour-- 


Ing into the hospitals was constant: tho nursing .corps, 
inadequate from the first, never could be augmented to 
meet the demand. 
There is no hint of complaint in 


Miss Stimson's recital that at the peak o£ the need 
there was a, shortage of 6,925 nurses. 
At that time 


some 20,000 patients were taken into 10 hospitals, and 
there were only 302 nurses to care for thorn. 
The 


shortage of nurses was due, she says, entirely to the 
fact that transportation had not beon available to g-et 
more to France, so great was the rush of combat troops 
to the front. 


All honor to the American war nurse! The story of 


her devoted service makes a glorious chapter in Amer- 
ican history. 


PRODUCTION THE BASIS. 


It is .not probable that there Is in .the existing "class 


struggle" any conscious effort to overthrow truth. Be- 
lief in the accuracy of the proverb, "Truth is mighty 
and will prevail," is universal. There Is, however, con- 
siderable divergence as to -what constitutes truth. Many 
people strive to twist and turn It to suit their own pur- 
poses. The effect of this is to deny the truth, though 
they do not see it that way. 


Much, of the effort now under way designed to im- 


prove the conditions of wage w.orkers wcjuld, If success- 
ful, overthrow established truths. If truth is mighty 
enough to prevail against anything, those efforts are 
foredoomed to failure. "Wherefore, it Is worth while in- 
quiring1 what Is the truth with respect to economic 
propositions. 


One was stated the other day In an address by Nich- 


olas Murray Butler, president of Columbia university. 
He-^told an audience .that, "If the wage earner can be 
led to understand that his wages are paid out of product 
and not out of capital or out oE profits, he will speedily 
assist In increasing production, because he will under- 
stand that only in that way Is it possible to provide for 
any permanent increase in wages." 


That led naturally to this comment: "Persons other- 


wise Intelligent go about the country telling us that it 
is mere hypocrisy to say that the interests of employer 
and employed are tho same. 
On the* contrary, it Is 


more ignorance to say they are not the same." Ac- 
knowledgment of the truth first stated compels accept- 
ance of the second proposition. 


Capital thrives on production. It cannot thrive on 


anything else. So with labor. 


If production Is diminished to a. point.where it is 


unprofitable the business concerned will be suspended 
or discontinued altogether. Both capital and labor have 
a direct interest in maintaining and increasing produc- 
tion.

people, with books by mail, when 
there is no local library 1o» supply 
them. 
The storekeeper wrote back 
that the one-legged candy-maker was 
delighted with his book, but that the 
rest of -the neighborhood had not 
risen to the opportunity to read as 
eagerly as he had hoped.

that most of them read nothing ex- 
cept mail order catalogues because 
that was the only kind of literature 
they had been accustomed to.

If there were many country store- 


keepers like this one the task "which 
the American Library association has 
set itself would be greatly simplified. 
That task is to make books available 
to all the people in the United States. 
The task is to. be accomplished pri- 
marily by stimulating interest in li- 
braries. 
When an ex-soldier writes 


and asks lor a book on frog farming, 
or eng-ineering-, or for the works of 
Charles Dickens, he is referred to his 
local library, if there is one. If there 
is no library, taut the state has a li- 
brary commission, he is referred to 
the commission. 
1C neither of. these 


agencies has the book, the library as- 
sociation furnishes the book through 
a local agency. In this way the man 
not only gets his book, but he is im- 
pressed with the fact that he ought 
to have a better local library. 
During the war the American Li- 


brary association bought 
and 
was 


given about seven million books. This 
was one of the largest collection of 
books ever gathered together. It was 
about three times as large as the col- 
lection in the library of congress. The 
association established 
libraries in 


the camps and hospitals abroad, and 
In ,the camps and hospitals in this 
country. 
It may, not reached every 


man in the army with books, but it 
reached enough of them so that u 
couple of million books were literally 
read to pieces.

Andlt gave to many Americans a 


good library service for the first time. 
That is the fact that the Library as- 
sociation is buTlding upon. 
Many of 
the men in the military and naval 
forces came from 
sections 
where 
there were no libraries, or^none of 
any real value. 
They did not miss 
books and libraries because they had 
never known what it was to 
have 


them. 
Now they do know what It is 


to have them. They realize that, the 
community ought to be able to fur- 
nish a man with a book on any sub- 
ject he wants to study! Whether he 
wants to stimulate his imagination 
and put In his leisure time by reading 
fiction and poetry, or whether 
he 
wants to improve himself in. the 
technique of his profession, or 
to 


learn a new one, what he needs is 
in books, and ha ought to be able to 
"et them. 
While he was In the serv- 


ice he was able to get them, and the 
association bolieves that he is going 
to demand that society dp as well 
for him in peace as It did In war. 
The army has taken over the li- 
braries established by the association 
in ca.mpe and. hospitals, 
wherever 
those camps and hospitals are to be 
maintained permanently. 
The navy 


will make some similar arrangement. 
Thus the soldiers -and sailors will 
have a permanent 
library service, 


whereas they had practically 
none 


before the'war. The association has 
also arranged to furnish books to the 
coast g-uard, the light house service 
and the public healtn service hos- 
pitals. 
But the men in these services rep- 


resent only a small fraction of the 
public. 
The discharged soldier who 
learned the use of books, whether for 
pleasure or practical purposes, while 
he was in the service, is the convert 
whom they especially wish to hold. 
He is the man 'who 
will 
influence 


public opinion in favor of more and 
better libraries.

For this book service 
by 
mail, 


while it may grow into a large thing 
and even a permanent thing-, it is not 
designed to take the place of com- 
munity libraries. 
Indeed, it cannot 
take the place of them. 
It is de- 
signed to stimulate interest ;n 
li- 
braries. The association officials say 
that there must be a library in-every 
city and town, and above all, 
an 


effective library commission in every 
state to guide and strengthen the lo- 
cal libraries. 
Many of the states have no library 


commission of any kind, and many 


others 
have 
library commissions 


which are only paper affairs, and ac- 
complish little or nothing. 
Wiscon- 


sin Is cited as an example of a state 
which has a good and effective li- 
brary commission. -.This library com- 
mission 
maintains, 
among 
other 


things a, "traveling library." 
The 


traveling library consists of sets of 
50 books put up in boxes ready for 
shipment. 
Some of these sets of 50 


books are assorted collections, con- 
taining- fiction, practical books, and 
booka of various kinds. Theso books 
are sent to local libraries to remain 
for a few months. 
Suppose for example, that a town 


of a. thousand inhabitants appropri- 
ates 5200 a year for the upkeep of a 
library." It cannot maintain much of 
a library for that amount of money. 
But every two or three months It can 
get a box of 50 books from the com- 
misHion, and when everyone in the 
community has read these books, it 
can send them back and get a new 
set. 
And suppose that town Is in a 


set-tion which has a young- but grow- 
ing fruit industry. 
Then it can get 


a set of 50 books "on the culture, 
drying and conning of fruit, which 
will be of great practical value to the 
local people. 
And if any individual 
wants anv book which he cannot ob- 
tain at the local library, .that library 
nan get it for him through the com- 
mission. 
In some towns which are too small 


to have libraries of any kir.d, the 
postofflce acts as one. and receives 
and loans the sets of books sent out 
by the commission. 
Wisooiisin Commission Has library. 
The 
"Wisconsin 
commission also 


maintains a legislative reference li- 
brary, where members of tho state 
legislature may tind copies of laws 
on all .sorts of subjects, passed in aH 
the countries of the world. There, are 
men in this division who can draft 
sample laws for the legislators, or 
h«lp them to draft laws. 
Wisconsin 


is famous for its progressive and in- 
telligent legislation, and a good deal 
of credit for this legislation is given 
the legislative section of the library 
commission. 


This commission also maintains a 


library school, in connection with the 
state university, where librarians are 
trained: it has a "book collection and 
study club," which will furnish any- 
one with lists' of books on any sub- 
ject and help him to get the books: 
and it lias a library extension section 
which helps communities to 'estab- 
lish and maintain libraries. When a 
little town wants to start a library, 
tha commission sends down an ox- 
pert to help in tho organization and 
the' buying of books, and it- will sive 
advice on the same subjects to any 
library in the state'. 


The immense practical value of 
books was amply demonstrated dur- 
ing the war. Many men 
learned 
trades and professions by 
studying 
books obtained for them by the asso- 
ciation. 
Books alone, of course, will 
not always do, but there are probably 
few men in any trade or profession 
who could not increase their earning 
capacities if the right books 
were 
available to them. It is this useful- 
ness of books in learning to make a 
living that the association is stress- 
Ing-. 
It is not belittling the purely 
aesthetic pleasure which may be ob- 
tained from literature. But it wants 
to impress upon Americans the . fact 
that they need books in their busi- 
nesses, and that there Is no reason 
why they should not have proper or- 
ganizations for supplying them.
